ona tablsspoon of butter, one teaspoon of
lemon Jules and the same of Worcester-
nhire mives and half a teaspoon of celery
anit.  Put the butter Into a brond sauce
pan over a flanme and when It hisses wtir
In the cheesn; then still stirring add the
dry sensoning. Have rendy tha eggs,
benten mépurataly and lght.  Add thres
apoons of the hot mixtura to thess rapldly,
then pour tha eggs (how warmed by the
cheena) Into a saueepan, never jetting tha
fpoun rest. In ene minute mora ndd the
muos and lemon fuica and  put upon
rounda of hot, buttered toast or crackers,

Savory stew of beal—Cut two pounds of
raw lean beal Into small strips, almost
like wtraws, with sharp knife. Put into &
snucepan and ecover with waeak stock or
told watar and ¢ook slowly for two houra
Tut Into another savcapan a oup of rleh
ntoclk, ons small onlen choppad Anse A
little grated nutmeg, oayenna papper and
the jutea of half n lemon. Boil thess Ine
wrodients together and mix with the baaf,
ndding o little brownesd flour 1€ necorsary.
Dish up on a hot pluttar, lay trianglis of
fried toant about the bases, and serve.

Asparagus an toast—Cut the woody part
from n bunch of asparagus, and with a
poft plece of twine tle Into u loose buneh,
Huve rondy bolling enough anlted wator
to eover the nasparagus. The saucepan
contalning this ahounld ba large enough to
rllow tho nsparagus to He at full length,
Boll untll tender, but not untll the green
tips begin to break. Spread upon n plat-
ter crustieas aliees of buttered tonast,
draln the asparngus, and lay It In A neat
pila upon the tonst Of ocourse tho siring
must ba removed from the bundle. Just
bafore sending to table, pour a white snueo
over the aspuragus. An oxcoellont plan Is
to pour this sauce over the green ends of
the stalks, leaving the white ends uncove
erad, that the fingeran nesd not be sollad
in handling tho vegetable,

Creaméd arparagus — Heleet the lower
half of the asparagus and boll the upper
hoalf untll tender. Drain and chop, Cook
together one tablespoonful of butter and
two of fMlour until they are blended: then
pour on & pint of milk Into which a pinch
of poda has been diasolved. Stir untll the
consistency of thick eream ; add tho minced
nsparagus, with salt and pepper to taste.
Seot the mixtura aslde to cool, then beat Inta
it thres wollwhipped egea and two table-
apoonfuls of cronm. Pour into n groased
pudding dish and bake for 20 minutes fn o
quick oven untll brown.
